With true Anglo-Saxon grit and tenac- 
ity the Conservative party of Grest Bri- 
tain has tackled the problem of the gen- 
eral strike.

So grave became this unmerited hard- 
ship upon cattlomen, whose lot was none 
too easy at best, that the then feeble and 
uncertain powers of the law soon came to 
be supplemented by a home-made law of 
the range whereby the shady careers of 
cattlerustiers were apt to end with great 
suddeiness when they were caught at it. 
Organized depredations were met with or- 
ganized retribution and the business of 
cattle-stealing languished. Undesirable as 
was this primitive system of justice kt had 
the mertt of being highly effective and 
played an important part im fostering the 
stock-raising industry, once threatened 
with extinction ‘through the uncheckrd 
operations of rustiers, and tn bringing it ww 
become a corner-«tone of western prov 
perity. 

With the growth of population and the 
organization of effective law-enforcement 
egencies, the rough and ready law of the 
range gave way to the more orderly if no

must mot use their organizations for the 
purpose of political coercion. é 
Organizations of labor, like those of cap- 
ital, are helpful or injurious according to 
the manner in which they are directed. 
When either organization works to the 
harm of the public welfare or‘the public 
interest its activities must be cutbed by 
public authority. According to British stat- 
isticilans, the coal strike and the genera! 
strike in Great Britain last year cost the 
country more than the Boer War. The 
economic conditions of Great Britain are 
such that a continuance of suck policy on 
the part of the labor unions could wreck 
the industry of the country; and the grqat- 
est sufferers would be the families of the 
members of the labor unions responsible 
for such loss. 

It required grit and courage for a gov- 
ernment to risk its. future om a bill that 
was certain to encounter the opposition of 
the consolidated labor unions of Great Brit- 
ain. But f{ is a chance taken in a good 
cause. It is an open challenge not only 
to radical fabor unionism, but to Social- 
and Solshevism. And “the result of 
the Parliamentary struggle will have its 
effect on the relation of labor unionism to 
government all over the world.

The traditions which, in the West, have 
made a major crime of the stealing of cat- 
tie and horses have a sound economic ba- 
sis. For half a century stock-raising was 
the principal industry of a large part of 
this region and it still is the means of live- 
lihood of a great number of persona, not- 
withstanding the rapid shripkege of the 
once-limitiess range. 

Like all great industries, the growth of. 
the cattle business brought with it its owa | 
peculiar «vila. of which the chief one was 
“rustling.” or cattle+tealing from the open 
range. Such depredations were made easy 
by the absence of any protection whatever 
save the slight one afforded by branding |

more efficient processes of modern juris 
prudence. 

For many years the courts continued to 
recognize the gravity of cattle-stealing as 
a menace to one of the principal sources of 
the well-being of the West and livestock 
thieves were severely dealt with, How- 
ever, as & new generation of business and 
industry came on, not a few of the old 
and wholesomely forthright traditions were 
obscured or lost sight of altogether. Some- 
thing of the modern tendency toward un- 
warranted leniency toward criminals is to 
read in this move to parole a gang of con- 
victed cattlerustlers who have been prey- 
ing on one of Antelope Valley's chief in- 
dustries for the past four years. 

The conviction of these men was accom- 
plished with no little difficulty to the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office apd expense to the 
taxpayers ofthe county. The time and 
money expended on the case by Dep. Dist.- 
Atty. Ryan, whose able work resulted in 
the convictions, were justified by the suppo- 
sition that the punishment of these thieves 
would not only terminate their own felo- 
nious opefations, but would also serve as 
an example and a deterrent to others. 

No one would wish to see a reversion tu 
the old law of the range, where the ead 
of such a case as this was usually the end 
of a rope. -On the other hand, there ap- 
pears to be no good reason for encouraging 
organized cattlerustling by going to the 
other extreme and turning this gang loose 
unwhipped of justice. ba, 


AMIN IDE WHEELER 

The hand of death has once more re- 
moved a leading figure from the number 
of famous men whose names are eternally 
inscribed in the. history of California's 
greatness. Last Tuesday a dispatch from 
vi brought the sad news that after a 
long iliness Benjamin Ide Wheeler, prési- 
dent emeritus of the University of Califor- 
nia, had*answered the last call of his Ge 
ator. 


For twenty active and rushing years Dr. 
Wheeler guided the destinies of our State 
university, in which epdchal peried he saw 
it grow from a membership of 2489 stu- 
dents to one of nearly ten times that num- 
ber and lived to see its roster lead that 
of any seat of learning in the United 
States. To this magnificent development 
Dr. Wheeler contributed the talents of a 
ripe classical scholar, the attainments of a 
quick and far-seeing thinker and a capacity 
for business management that in a com- 
mercial calling would have singled him out 
as a captain of industry. 

With the passing of the years one by 
one the pioneers and builders of the Cali- 
fornia of today drop from the ranks of 
achievement, while younger and as yet un-
